5.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION. 


Some  finalty  was  reached  during  the  year  as  a  result  of  a  High  Court 
action  against  the  iwerne  Minster  bacon  factory  with  regard  to  the 
pollution  of  the  stream  ( known  as  tho  Chalk)  running  through  the  parish, 
by  untreated  effluent  from  the  bacon  factory,  as  a  result  of  which  the 
nuisance  has  been  abated  and  is  not  likely  to  recurr.  A  Ministry  of  Local 
Government  £  Planning  Inquiry  was  held  in  connection  with  this  firm’s 
application  under  tho  public  Health  (Drainage  of  Trade  premises)  Act  1937 
to  discharge  their  drainage  into  the  Council’s  sew^r.  The  Minister's 
decision  with  regard  to  the  application  had  not  been  made  known  by  the  enc 
of  the  ye  r. 


Thu  re  is  evidence  of  stream  pollution  in  most  parishes,  and  the 
pollution  of  the  river  from  the  factory  effluents  and  crude  sewage  of 
Gillingham  continues  as  before.

12.  PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS, 


The  duties  of  the  District  Council  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act  1949  are  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  North  Dorset  Joint 
Rodent  Committee  whose  activities  now  cover  the  five  districts  in  North 
Dorset  and  the  Beaminster  Rural  District.  An  increase  in  the  staff  and 
activities  of  this  Committee  is  proposed  at  the  present  time. 


79  firms  and  business  premises  in  this  district  have  entered  into  or 
renewed  contracts  with  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee. 
Approximately  135  private  premises  received  treatment  during  the  year. 

The  majority  of  farms  have  not  been  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats  and 
mice.  Until  there  is  a  complete  system  of  block  control  to  ensure  that  al] 
premises  have  been  covered,  it  is  not  anticipated  that  there  will  be  any 
appreciable  improvement.  It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  increase  in  staff 
and  more  adequate  co-operation  between  the  Joint  Committee  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  will  secure  this  improvement.

It  will  be  noted  that  little  more  than  half  of  the  premises  subject  to 
Section  13  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act  1936  (i.e.  rooms  used  for  the 
preparation  etc. ,  of  food  for  sale)  were  inspected  during  the  year.  This 
is  unsatisfactory  in  so  far  as  it  is  considered  that  such  premises  should 
be  inspected  at  least  twice  each  year. 


Meat  Inspection. 


(a)  slaughterhouses.  The  attention  of  the  Council  was  drawn  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year  to  the  fact  that  100;  ->  inspection  of  carcases 
slaughtered  at  the  bacon  factories  was  not  being  carried  out  by  the 
Council's  Meat  inspector , but  that  his  complete  inspections  were,  for  the 
most  part,  limited  to  those  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  found  to  be 
diseased,  by  experienced  employees  (though  not  qualified  Meat  Inspectors) 
working  in  the  factories.  I  had  to  advise  the  Council  that  so  long  as 
the  Council  accepted  the  responsibility  for  the  meat  inspection  in  these 
factories,  additional  inspection  was,  in  my  opinion,  advisable.
